INATION IN GRIP 
OF GIANT FOOD 
TRUST—HENEY 


Packers Control 
All Supplies. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The people of the United States 
are at the mercy of the three big 
Chicago packers—Armour, Swift, and 
Morris—and they have taken advan- 
tage of the war to boost prices of food 
and many other necessities, Francis 


J. Heney, federal trade examiner, 
charged tonight. 
He declared the packers have 


formed secretly a gigantic food trust, 
which fixes the prices of meats, poul- 
‘try, dairy products, leather, grain, 
canned goods—meats, vegetables, and 
fruits—meat byproducts, and many 
other articles. 

He made the charges at the conclu- 


gation of food costs before the fed- 
eral trade commission. 


Sees Tax Fraud Scheme. 

The hearing also developed what 
Commissioner Colver declared might |

a system of “ share warrants " by 
which dummies are paid dividends of 
the Chicago Stockyards company; thus

The completeness of the meat mionop- 
oly is shown, Heney said, by the fact 
that every stockyards in the United 
States is controlled by the big Chitago 
packing triumyirate, Armour & Co., 
Swift & Co., and Morris & Co. The 
Wilson company, which has absorbed 
the Sulzberger and the Cudahy com- 
panies, he said, also is “in on the com- 
bination” to a lesser degree. 

“ Fixes Prices for America.” 

“This trust we intend to show,” he 
continued, “ absolutely sets the prices 
to the American consumer of meats, 
poultry, meat by-products, leather, 
grain, and canned goods, including 
meats, vegetables, and fruits. The dis- 
closures so far made in this investiga- 
tion are but an infinite small part of 
those to come.

Swift are interested in cattle trade 
papers in Fort Worth, Tex., and Den- 
ver, Colo. 

Contradicts Armour Treasurer. 

An examiner of the federal trade 
commission today flatly contradicted 
F. W. Croll, treasurer of Armour & 
Co. and right hand man of J. Ogden 
Armour, that the books of Armour & 
Co. disclosed the holding of 15,620 
shares of stock of the Chicago Stock- 
yards eompany which Mr. Croll testi- 
fied yesterday were, obtained by Mr, 
Armour and later turned over to the 
company. Mr. Croll testified the stock 
was included in a list furnished the 
commission, and Francis J. Heney de- 
clared they were not. 

It also developed today that Armour 
& Co. own steck and property of va- 
rious kinds representing large sums 
of money through dummy holders— 
that is, the property is bought in the 
name of the dummy, generally a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of Armour 
& Co., and then the dummy indorses 
it over or makes a transfer. The 
original purchase is made a matter 
of record, but the transfer by the 
dummy made at the same time as the 
purchase or transfer and signed at the 
game time but probably left undated, 
is placed in the possession of J. Ogden 
Armour and therefore the property or 
stock in all cases belongs to him, 

In the event of Mr. Armour’s sud- 
den death, Mr. Heney coritended, Mr. 
Armour’s estate would be in possession 
of large amounts of assets, the title to 
which would be doubtful. :

Central company to pay its employés 
fortnightly—on the 8th and 23d of the 
month. Sunday being the 23d, notice 
was posted that the employés would 
get their pay envelopes yesterday. 

Pay Roll Lost or Deleted. 

In some unaccountable way the 
switchmen’s pay roll was lost or de- 
leted between Michigan City and. Jo- 
liet. The other employés—the engt- 
neers, firemen, brakemen, and con- 
ductors—were more fortunate. Their 
pay roll went through. all right, and 
they received their envelopes from Mr. 
Sykes, the agent at Joliet. 

The switchmen, twenty-two of them, 
were right there when the other men 
were being paid. When they were told

When 100 yards distant, one 
guard fired with a rifle, the bullet tak- 
ing effect in the back, The body was 
brought to the American side in a wag- 
on by a Mexican woman.

KEET KIDNAPING 
CASE IS CLEARED 
BY CONFESSION 


Death by Poison Fite 
of Boks; Many Ate 


Springfield, Mo. Dec. 22.—Baby 
Lioyd Keet, whose kidnaping and 
death last summer stirred the entire 
country, was killed by poisoning, ac- 
cording to an alleged confession by 
Claude J. Piersol, member of the kid- 
naping gang, tonight. 

Piersol said, according to Sheriff 
Mackey, that the poison was given the 
baby to keep it from crying. An over- 
dose was inadvertently administered. 
The baby’s body was then thrown in 
a well on an abandoned farm, where 
it was later found. 


Others More Guilty, He Says. 

“Otherg are more guilty than I,” 
was the alleged statement of Piersol 
in defense of himself for confessing, ‘ 

All those now under arrest—Taylor 
Adams, his two sons, Cletus and Maxie, 
and Sam McGinnis—aere said to be im- 
plicated in the statements of Piersol 
Seven ‘others not under arrest are 
named. 

According to the confession Piersol 
admitg his part in. the abduction, but 
says it was Riley, alleged leader of 
the gang, who climbed into the win- 
dow of the Keet home and took the 
baby. Riley handed the child to Dick 
Carter, according to Piersol, and the 
latter gave it to a woman, a member 
of the band. Piersol took an active 
part in the abduction, he admits, but 
declares he at no time touched the 
child. Piersél says that Riley is not 
the man under arrest in perm ee 


Wholesale Kidnaping Plot 

Mackey said Piersol’s sandtindek re 
vealed a.wholesale kidnaping plot, 
hatched by the ring last winter and 
spring. ‘The gang expected to receive 
at least $116,000 in ransoms, it was 
said.

Until regulations were promulgat 
several weeks ago the prohibition 
against such communication had not 
been enforced strictly, although cus- 
toms” inspectors and secret service 
egents had seized many communica- 
tions of dangerous nature on ships 
leaving or arriving at American ports. 
Extra precautions under the new rules, 
however, resulted in the roundup of 
many more letters than it had pre 
viously been thought were carried by 
messenger. 

Face Heavy Penalty. 

Evidence gathered thus far leads of- 
ficials to believe some neutral subjects 
sided by Americans have made con- 
siderable money by promoting the 
clandestine traffic in communications 
to evade the British censorship of 
mails, before and after the United 
"States entered the war. These are 
now subject to prosecution with pen- 
alty of $10,000 fine and ten years’ im- 
prisonment. 

Great quantities of commercial com- 
munications, called ships’ and con- 
signees’ mail, are carried by vessels 
not in regular mail channels, and most 
of this has been licensed freely by 
customs officers.

In 1889 Mother Cabrini desired to 
extend her missionary work and was 
directed by Pupe Leo to come to Amer- 
jea. She took charge of the Italian 
schools on her arrival in New York, 
and in 1899 opened the first orphan 
‘asylum of the Sacred Heart at West 
Park, N. Y. 

Worked Throughout the World. 


As mother general of the order she 
went to all parts of the world and 
opened schools, hospitals, asylums, 
and missions until the institutions now 
number sixty-seven, in addition to 
twenty mission houses. There are 
2,500 members of the Sacred Heart. 

The body will be taken to West 
Park, N. Y., and later to Rome for 
burial Following a conference be- 
tween Archbishop Mundelein and other 
church ofiiciais today arrangements 
for the funeral services’ in Chicago 
will be announced.

U.S. HOSPITAL 
IN THE WOODS 


Plans are being made by Mrs. Ade 
lyne Thomas of 3720 Sheridan road to 
present to the government a 1,000 acre 
estate in the Wisconsin woods to be 
used'as a convalescent hospital for the 
wounded soldiers returning from 
France. Mrs. Thomas is the wife of 
Dr: Harold E. Thomas, a Chicago phy- 
sician, who will take charge of the 
hospital and will have associated with 
him Drs. Leon McBride and Carl B. 
Davis, both of the staff of the Pres- 
byterian hospital, and Dr. George W. 
Schwartz will take charge of the den- 
tal work of the camp. 

The estate is located in the heart of 
the woods at an elevation of .2,300 feet 
above the sea level and is completely 
equipped with electric and water 
power and has twenty-five buildings 
that will be turned into anes for

A lake one mile long is on ‘the estate 
that will afford the men bathing and 
fishing facilities and it is the plan to 

_ keep the men at the camp for a period 
of about six weeks. About twenty-five 
men can be taken care of. A moving 
picture show will be given in the camp 
and pictures of the life of the men 
there will be recorded. Dr. Thomas 
will go to Washington the first of the 
year and confer with the authorities 
there and is in hopes of having the

EN YORK, Dec. 22.—Ten 
war commandments for 
the women of America were 
proposed tonight by the.

CHINA ADOPTS 
SPORTS EOR OWN 


PEKING, China, Oct. 23.—Until a 
decade ago the idea in China that men, 
especially of the upper class, might 
profitably indulge in any form of ath- 
letics at all was unthought of. Exer- 
cise was a degrading action, people 
said, to be abhorred, unless it was 
‘ mecessary to earn one’s bread. This 
idea still prevails in the inner and re 
mote regions of the republic, but in 
Peking and the other large cities an 
entirely new conception of athletics 
has recently arisen. 

About seven years ago an organiza- 
tion was formed in Peking, with A. N.

NEW YORK FANS HOPE. 
NEW BOXING MEASURE 
WILL SCORE KNOCKOUT 


New York, Deo. 22.—At the next 
session of the legislature in January 
there will be introduced a bill once 
more legalizing professional boxing in 
the Empire state. Though the Fraw- 
ley law, which was repealed less than 
eight months ago, has been off the 
books only since Nov, 15, the sweep- 
ing sentiment in this state favoring 
the restoration of legalized boxing has 
‘been such that the reénaetment of a 
law putting boxing in this state on a 
legal basis cannot longer be delayed. 

When the Frawley law passed out of 
existence William A. Rafter, sporting 
editor of the Brooklyn Standard Union, 
sought the views of every legislator in 
this state, as well as legislators, offi- 
cials, and prominent men of every 
other state in the union, upon the sub- 
ject of boxing; did they approve of it 
or did they disapprove of it? That 
was the gist of the letter sent out by 
Mr. Rafter. 

Responses Are Plentiful. *° 

Responses came back from every 
part of the country. The New York 
legislators, almost to a man, came out 
undualifiedly for boxing. So did ex- 
Presidents Taft and Roosevelt, United 
States Supreme court justices, cabinet

T is hard to teach an old dog new 
tricks, and that is the principal 
reason, why many of our veteran 
sportsmen who received their 
shooting education in the old school 
still follow the habit of aiming with 
one eye and closing the other. 

As a matter of fact, probably three 
out of every four sportsmen, or 76 per 
cent, use one eye only, while the other 
25 per cent use both eyes. 

It is obvious that there must be a 
decided advantage when both eyes are 
open, when we consider the disadvan- 
tage of using a binocular, for instance, 
with one eye closed. With one eye the 
fleld is necessarily smaller and the 
view not nearly as clear as when both 
eyes are used. | 

If one has always kept both eyes 
open while aiming a gun of any kind 
there will never be any wish to take 
up one eye aiming. But should the 
sportsman of the one eye aiming habit 
wish to change over to two eye aiming 
he will find it rather difficult at first 
owing to the fact that the brain has 
been trained to register only what one 
eye sees. This is usually referred to 
as the “ master eye,” not that it is the 
stronger of the two but because it has 
been trained to function in this way.

It may be said, therefore, that if one 
has accustomed himself to the exclu- 
‘give use of one eye in all shooting it 
would be best to continue to aim as 
herétofore. In the case of a new shoot-

SIGN STILL ADORNS

What Is Autocracy? 
. In discussing the government by the 
kaiser the article says: 

“What is this government to which 
you so truatfully confide everything, 
give everything, wealth, honor, happi- 
ness, and life? 

“At its head are an emperor and 
a few dozen princes whom you do not 
select but whom the caprice of cir- 
cumstance—or, if you prefer the ‘ex- 
Pression, “God’s grace”—has made 
the first born of an empress or a prin- 
cess. They may be wise or foolish, 
strong or weak, ambitious or indolent, 
moral or v 


ery one whom they meet is servile 
to them and flatters them, money is 
at their disposal] from childhood to sat- 
isfy their every whim. Consequently 
they never learn from experience their 
own spiritual and moral errors; they 
never acquire wisdom as do other men 
from their own mistakes and failures. 

“They have no sympathy or under- 
standing of the conditions under which 
ordinary live. Their judgment, 
their conce of life, their standards 
of right and wrong, are therefore artifi- 
cial, distorted, and incomplete. All 
this is rendered worse by hereditary 
handicaps, for they are generally de- 
scended on both sides from a similarly 
abnormal and degenerated stock. 

“In case of other civilized nations 
that have monarchical form of govern- 
ment, such as England and Italy, this 
defect is remedied by the fact that the 
actual government, the ministers and 
officials, are elected by the people or 
their .representatives, to whom they 
are responsible. They must resign 
their offices as soon as they lose public 
confidence. Therefore one often reads 
in parliamentary proceedings abroad 
that a ministry or a minister asks for 
a vote of confidence, that it is taken, 
and that it is adopted or rejected by 
such and such a majority. 


Kaiser Picks Cabinet. 


“But in Germany the emperor—and 
in the federated states the hereditary 
ruler—chooses the cabinet. Even by a 
unanimous vote of lack of confidence 
the reichstag could not put out of office 
an imperial chancellor, or a minister, 
or a secretary; neither could it by a 
unanimous vote of confidence keep any 
of these officials in office against the 
emperor's will. 

“ Since the emperor is entirely inde- 
pendent of popular will in choosing his 
officials and advisers, he naturally se- 
lects men who are personally agreeable 
to himgelf, and especially men from 
the circle that surrounds him. ‘Tell 
me with whom you associate and I 
will tell you who you are.’ For exam- 
ple, if he desires to declare war, he 
chooses ‘from the 20,000,000 men of 
Gefmany one who is ready to sign the 
declaration. For a declaration of war 
only one signature besides his own ig 
necessary, the signature of the impe- 
rial chancellor, and not, as in other 
states, the concurrence of the whole 
cabinet. 

“ How many strategic errors—to say 
nothing of those in economic and polit- 
ical matters—have the German people 
already had to endure without even 
knowing that they had been commit- 
ted! Get rid of this blind faith in au- 
thority! You must think for your- 
selves, and not let the government 
think for you!

TOGET MEMBERS 
FOR RED CROSS 


City Will Pass 600,000 
Mark; Hopes for 
1,000,000. 


Forty-eight hours remain for the 
waging of the Red Cross 15,000,000 
Christmas membership campaign. 
Telegrams were sent yesterday noon 
to each state manager urging that no 
detail be omitted to obtain every pos- 
sible member. 

There was no pessimism either at 
the Central division headquarters or 
at the offices of the Chicago chapter, 
but the decision of the campaign man- 
agers was that every worker must be 
urged to go the limit during the re 
maining hours of the fight to put over 
the minimum that was required when) 
the campaign was laid out. 


To Lengthen Campaign. 

In many instances circumstances 
have been such that the campaign of 
necessity will be continued through 
the coming week. The national man- 
agement through the division and 
state chiefs has authorized local chap- 
ters, wherever the occasion seems to 
arise, to continue the drive all through 
the holiday week and until after New 
Year's day. 

The last of the daily bulletins issued 
from Central division headquarters 
carried these final appeals: 

“There is just one more day to 
‘clean up’ in your community. Have 
you overlooked a single opportunity 
to enroll new Red Cross members? Is 
your conscience perfectly clear in this 
matter? Do your work so heartily 
that on Christmas day you will be 
happy in the knowledge that you have 
done your utmost for God and human- 
ity through your labors for the Red 
Cross. 


No Time to Lose.

Tolls How City Can Save 
While Adding to Its 
Safety. 
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Chief of Police Schuettler appeared 
yesterday before the council finance 
committee, which made a start toward 


where he could save money in his de- 
partment and at the same time: give 
the city better police protection. 

The chief’s plan was simple. All he 


licemen assigned to special duty by 
city council direction and to close 
twelve or thirteen of the city’s police 
stations. The chief declared the latter 
move would restore about 200 men to 
active duty. He estimated that the 
closing of the stations and consolida- 
tions of their territory with other sta- 


tions would effect an annual saving in 
“overhead” expenses of at least 
$78,000, 


Made Offer Last Year. 
About a year ago the chief submitted 
a plan showing that he could save 
about $850,000 annually in operating 


stations from forty-five to twenty-two. 
This would release about 650 police- 
men for outside work. The entire 
plan, however, could not be carried 
out until the city has completed its 
new station building program. This 
has been temporarily delayed because 
of the high cost of materials. 

“TI can close twelve or thirteen sta- 
tions now,” said the chief. “ This will 
put a considerable number of men out 
on active work. Or, if the committee 
desires it, we can lay off these men, 
only I want‘*to declare against that. 

“We have several hundred men as- 
signed to government work, such as 
guarding the stockyards. I believe the 
city council ought to join with me in 
asking the government to replace these 
men with soldiers. The owners of the 
packing houses would rather have sol- 
diers and we need the policemen.” 


Recalls Special Details. 

The chief said he had recalled all 
men assigned to special duty except 
those on government work and the 
details authorized by the council. The 
men recalled include the policemen 
assigned to the Juvenile court and the 
state’s attorney's office. The commit-. 
tee indicated that it would take the 
initiative in asking the council to order 
these men returned. 

The committee took steps against 
the city employés who have joined 
union labor organizations. This came 
when it was announced that the city 
clerks had formed an organization. 
The committee then adopted a rule 
that hereafter all union men and wom- 
en employed by the city would have to 
observe union rules. | 


Union Rales Mean.

E DIFFERED from almost, if not 
quite, all other writer folk in one par- 
ticular: he had constantly loved and 
practiced his art for its own sake alone. 
This would appear to be a rank impossi- 
bility inthe light of Solomon's saying fhat 
“all is vanity” and of the saying’s contin- 
uous justification by the human experience 
of centuries upon centuries. And yet, if 
there was anything like what one might 
justly call vanity in him viewed as a writer, 
that something surely managed to escape the 
most searchingly analytical gaze. 
Because, in the first place, the man never 


once wrote a line for revenue only or even 
partly, and ever so little, for revenue—a fact, 
by the way, which did not entitle him to the 
praise conventionally bestowed upon heroes 


and martyrs, since it happened that he stood 
possessed of a fair share of inherited wealth 
and therefore knew no material, compelling 
temptation to go in for the achieving of

CHRISTMAS MEATS AND CAKES 


NDOUBTEDLY we shall feel 

that a special dispensation will. 

allow us to have some Christmas 

meats, or perhaps we will serve 
them on Christmas eve this year, so 
as to strictly live up to the meatless 
Tuesday regulation. 

To have no meats at an would, in- 
deed, be a contrast to the days when 
turkeys, geese, and other poultry, 

e, and brawn and great joints of 
meat, sucking pigs with long wreaths 
of sausages, and barrels of oysters 
went along with the plum puddings, 
which contained so much suet or fat 
of the beef, and mince pies which were 
palf chopped meat. 

But we must remember that the ap- 
palling quantities of food served in 
some of the old time Christmas sea- 
sons represented largely the entertain- 
ment of the season, while today we 
hate so many other ways of being 

In the olden time roast meats 
were presented with entertaining cere- 
mony, the puddings illuminated, and 
the fruit obtained by a game. There 
were few or no personal gifts. Every- 
thing went into the feast and its ac- 
companiments of games and dancing 
and singing of Christmas music. 

It will be economical for us to get a 
Christmas goose this year, even if we 
do not eat it on Christmas, because it 
is s0 weighted down with fat, if itis a 
good goose, and: we need such fat to 
use in cooking. It is a splendid cooking 
fat, and some peoples of the world use 
it as a spread for bread. 

We have great goose farms today, 
with interesting and amusing facts con- 
cerning the management of these eco- 
nomical food birds. For instance, they 
are collected on feeding farms to pre 


Roast Goose. 


Binge, rub hard to clean skin, wash 
quickly, and then scrape the surface 
of a well plucked goose with a small 
and not too sharp knife. If you choose 
you may skin the goose, first removing 
the wings and cutting off the neck 
close to the body. To remove the skin 
cut along the breast bone down to the 
jean meat, and then carefully draw off 
the skin and the fat attached to it. 
Wash the inside of the goose until the 
water comes out clean, but waste not 
a minute of time in the process, then 
wipe dry, and it is ready to season and 
truss. 


If no stuffing is to be used put sev- 
eral onions, some stalks of celery, and 
an apple inside of the goose to season 
it. If the skin of the goose has, for 
economy's sake, been removed, the 
skin of the neck or a pork or bacon 
rind may be fastened over the breast 
before it is put to roast. To make it 
delicious of flavor, place it on a bed 
of vegetables to roast and rub some 
seasoned flour well into it. A little hot 
water may be put into the roasting pan 
at the start or a little fat pork or other 
fat. Baste every ten or fifteen minutes 
until it is done. Remove the season- 
ing vegetables, pour off all but a little 
of the fat, and make the gravy, which 
may not need any thickening because 
of the flour rubbed into the flesh of 
the goose. 

To render goose fat cut up the skin

pare them for market,’ and when they 
are being gathered they are “shod” 
to keep them from getting footsore. 
This is done by confining them in a 
pen and then driving them through a 
chute at the bottom of which is a thin 
coating of soft pitch or pi... tar, then 
through a pile of fine sand. This coat- 
ing of tar and sand wears for a long 
time. , . ; 

A great number of dishes can be 
made from the goose—stews of the 
legs, and wings, and giblets; spiced 
dishes arid roasts, etc., bu‘ the country 
which furnishes us with the best 
recipes is so much in disfavor that 
perhaps some of us cannot even think 
of the goose with equanimity. On the 
other hahd, some of us knew geese 
before we knew there was a Germany. 
There is no food bird that has better 
served primitive peoples. And, strange- 
ly enough, it has also served the most 
sophisticated gastronomically. 

In the same city of the world, Strass 
burg, which was a German cathedral 
city for hundreds of years until the 
strongest of French kings, Louis XIV., 
took it and his country held it for 175 
years, we find one part of the goose 
used in the most elaborate and expen- 
sive of French dishes, while the little 
parts are stewed by Teutonic peoples, 
making a dish as humble as a stew of 
chitterlings. ' ‘ 

The moral of this is that we have a 
great deal to learn about thc goose as 
a food, and within just the last five 
years at the most, perhaps, great goose 
farms have grown up to give us the 
material with which we may do our 
learning. Wild goose stew is certainly 
something quite American. 

It ig my opinion that we may feel 
perfectly patriotic if we eai goose on 
this Christmas day. If we confine our- 
selves to this meat there can - 
wasteful profusion or wasteful expense 
in aecompaniments. A favorite stuf- 
fing is of mashed potato in which egg 
yolk takes the place of créam. An 
apple sauce or apple salad has been the 
most favored thing to serve “on the 
side.”

Nut Barley Cookies. 

Mrs. Helen Ruggles recently brought 
me some cookies quite equal to a fine 
confection, which she had made as 
follows: One-half cup of fat (which was 
tWo-thirds rendered beef fat and the 
rest chicken fat), one and a half cups 
of sugar, two eggs, two-thirds of a 
cup each of nuts and seedless raisins 
put through the coarsest cutter, two 
tablespoons of cream (milk may be 
used) added alternately with the flour, 
about two cups of flour, one-half of 
which was barley, a half teaspoon of 
soda, a few drops of vanilla and al- 
mond flavoring. The mixture must be 
so stiff that it will not drop from the 
spoon but must be pushed off. If thin- 
ner it will spread too much. Whip the 
two fats together with a fork and then 
mix or beat with tue sugar to a cream. 
Add to this the beaten eggs and the 
chopped nuts ard raisins, then the 
flour and cream alternately, and when 
flavored take up a teaspoor at a time 
and push this out on the prepared 
cooky tin with a knife. Bake about 
twelve minutes in a rather hot oven, 
watching carefully if there is 
of its being too hot.

‘as you prefer), one-half cup or more of 
fruit cut fine, dates, figs, and a few 
raisins, a scant teaspoon of cinnamon 
or not, a fourth of a teaspoon of al- 
mond extract, whole fruit, and halves 
of nuts to decorate the top. 

If all materials have stood well cov- 
ered in a clean and warm room for at 
least a hour that uniformity of tem- 
perature is a goud thing for the cake. 
Some people even warm their mate- 
rials slightly. Sift the sugar, add the 
butter, and cream them together, per- 
haps with the new utensil made for 
that purpose. Add the cinnamon or 
other powdered spices, stirring them 
in, and then beat in the well beaten 
yolks of the eggs. You may add the 
fruit and nuts here, and possibly the 
cake is better of flavor if you do. Add 
the milk and flour well sifted, alter- 
nately. 

A level teaspoon of baking powder 
may be sifted with the flour, but 
experienced cook does not need it, espe 
cially if the eggs are fresh. The tex- 
ture of the cake seems to me to be 
finer withuut it and possibly it is easier 
to bake it when the powder is not used. 
Rubbing the fruit and nuts in a little 
of the flour and adding them last is a 
favorite way of getting them into the 
cake. ‘ 

Add the whites of the eggs beaten 
stiff the last thing along with the fla- 
voring., Put in a well oiled or paper 
lined pan; a narrow and rather deep 
one is good. If to be baked in an oven 
which hus a tendency to burn on the 
bottom, use oil instead of butter to 
grease the pan. Decorate the top of 
the cake if you choose, and brush over 
with a little white of egg. Buke for 
one hour in slow oven. A two pound

O one thing adds more to the 
artistry of a room as a whole 
than its hardware. This :s a- 
word that is not generally 
enough understood. To the average 
reader, uninterested in the decorative 
details of home making, “ hardware” 
conveys the idea of pots and pans 
and perhaps lawn mowers, rakes, and 
flat irons, and all the great list of 
things to be had at the “hardware 
store.” But to the student of decora- 
tion the word has quite a different 
sense. It means the metal trimmings 
of the woodwork and furniture of the 
room, things that are often int:.cate 
and exquisite in workmanship as the 
finest jewelry. . 

Every period of furniture has had 
its characteristic mounts, knobs, locks, 
plates, hinges, etc. Any connoisseur of 
historical furniture can tell by a key- 
plate or handle exactly what period 
th. piece in question belongs. to. 

Gracefully shaped brass escutcheons 
first became pronounced during the 
Carolean time, Jacobean mounts hav- 


cee hatin are of Fle Hrass++: ' 


knobs are correct on much Jacobean 
furniture. In many authentic Caro- 
lean pieces greater elaboration is 
shown in pendent drop handles (pear 
shaped) of brass hanging to chased or 
fretted mounts. Jacobean hinges were 
mostly plain iron strips. These accord 


well with iron fireplace fittings. They 


are delightful in dark oak paneled 
rooms. 

In a good Jacobean room, lately 
achieved by an excellent artist, the 
ceiling and “ upper third” are of rough 
plaster. The ceiling is beamed. The 
huge fireplace, made without a mantel 
shelf, is built into an immense chim- 
ncy breast made of rectangular panels 
of oak. This reaches to the ceiling 
here, and similar paneling mounts two- 
thirds up the wall space around the 
remainder of the room. The fittings 
und lining of the fireplace, in which 
natural wood is burned, are of iron, 
while the hearth and facing are of 
stone. 

In a deeply recessed group, windows 
at one end of the room are of the case- 
ment type, divided into rectangular 
panes. The handles and hinges are 
iron. The windows are divided into a 
transomlike upper part that is station- 
ary, and a larger lower part that 
opens. The upper part clear across the 
group is treated with one long full 
sash curtain of straw colored silk 
gauze, while casement curtains of the 


lower windows. The gauze curtains 
are quite close to the glass, while the 


whole group is framed in by inside| 


draperies and a valance of brilliant 
brocade in Persian colors. 

The great davenport is covered with 
tapestry. A noticeable arm chair, with 
a high hooded back, is upholstered in 
a gorgeous piece of cross stitch em- 
broidery done_in deep colored worsteds. 
This chair is an interesting note in 
the room, as it breaks the rectangular 
principle followed in the proper Jacob- 
ean furnishings and fittings. The plain 
tufted carpet is in dull maroon color. 

Sharply contrasting with the above 
interior is a dining room furnished in 
a modern adaptation of William and 
Mary furniture. The side walls are in 
palest putty. There is but one picture 
in the room and that is a delicately 
colored decorative oil painting that is 
not framed, but set to the wall above 
the mantel shelf, under @ narrow mold- 
ing like that used in the skeleton panel- 
ing of the rogm. The fireplace is lined 
with brick, and hearth and facing are 
of marble. The fixtures are of brass. 
The shelf is of enameled wood. 

The windows are facsimiles of those 
above, but the fixtures are brass. An 
upper sash curtain and lower casement 
curtain are at each window.

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COPERNICUS. 
HROUGH Nicholas Copernicus 
the world reluctantly learned 
that the sun was the center of 
the solar system, that the World 

not only revolved on its own axis but 
that it traveled about the sun and that 
the planets were other worlds. 

The work of this astronomer repre- 


‘} sents the first marked achievement of 


the perceptions of men in struggling 
out of the dark ages into a compre- 
hension of the system in which they 
lived. It put him in danger, but he 
lived to complete it, dying as the first 
copy of his revolutionizing book 
reached him. : 

He had applied his marvelous gift bin 
mathematics and his rare opportuni- 
ties for study, his pure intelligence and 
freedom from superstition to the 
study of astronomy and he had found 
one of the secrets of the universe. He 
knew the relation in which the earth 
stood physically to the great celestial 
bodies near it. 

Human egotism, nourished by igno- 
rabee, was not able to accept such con- 
ceptions of the universe and they 
seamed to destroy religious beliefs and 
institutions. For that reason the wis- 
— Copernicus was a danger to 


What the average person, casually 
interested in what he sees in the sky, 
now knows, Copernicus discovered. 
Until then the human rave had ac- 
cepted the impulses of its own ego- 
tim, believing that the earth was the 
conspicuous product of celestial proc- 
‘ses and that all luminaries were 
oo necessary to its service or deco- 


Nicholas eetentene (1473-1548) was 
born in the city of Thorn, Poland. His 
father was a Jew, but the family was 
feared as Christian. When Nicholas 
was 14, the senior Kopernik—for that 
was his name in Polish—wished to 
tave him enter business, but his 
mother urged that he be allowed to 
attend the university. This greatly 
*nraged his father, and he promptly 


his turn, changed his 
hame to Copernicus, renounced his 
family, and went to the university at 
Cracow. Here he soon attracted great 
attention by his mathematics. His 
ability. was so much above the ordinary 
_ 2 eamemamean visitors came 


to the university they were treated to 
an exhibition of his work in quadrate 
equations and problems involving a 
great many fractions. An Italian from 
Bologne, who was present at one of 
these lectures, invited Copernicus to 
go to Italy with him as his guest. 


~- 

Italy and the people he met there 
formed almost a new world to the 
young Pole.* His knowledge of algebra 
and trigonometry admitted him into 
the society of the greatest thinkers of 
the time. Copernicus gave lectures on 
mathematics in Bologna, and later in 
Padua. It was here that events oc- 
- curred which fixed the course that 
his life was taking. 

He began the study of chemistry and 
astronomy. At that time the two were 
included. in the pseudo-science, astrol- 
ogy, which also had to do with fortune 
telling. Copernicus soon perceived 
that chemistry and astronomy have lit- 
tle to do with each other, and with for- 
tune telling nothing at all, but that 


each was a dignified science. His| 


mathematical knowledge enabled him 
to solve many of the problems which 
baffied his masters. 

He told this to his friends, who sug- 
gested that he go to Rome and lecture. 
There he found the most learned men 
in the world.” His opportunities, he 
realized, were those which come to but 
few men, and he made the most of 
them, talking, lecturing, and writing 
on an astronomy that was all to be 
learned and a nature that was not hid- 
den between dusty book covers.

He afterwards went to Trauenbursg, 
in Poland, where each day a little 
more was added to his book.

For 
Monet man had small place in the 
scheme of things. Only the earth mat- 
tered and the light upon it. His pic-- 
tures are most of them saturated with 
light and people; villages, towers, and 
the like exist for him only as acces- 
sories. They are saenous spots and 
that is all. 

Monet was among the first to dis- 
cover how much the colors of a land: 
scape vary from hour to hour with 
the changing light, and although he 
joined the impressionistic movement 
under the leadership of Degas, Ce 
zanhne, and Renoir, he is distinguished 
from these others by his extreme pre- 
occupation with the problems of light. 

There are three paintings by Bes- 
nard, one of them a pastel and one a 
water color. There is verve in Besnard 
and vivacity, a brilliancy in color and 
a.tendency towards strong effects. His 
“Smiling Woman” has a uniqueness 
and a charm which mark it distinctly 
in the memory as an unforgettable bit 
of portraiture. — 

And we see Pissarro here; intolerant 
of tradition, but not lawless; Pissarro 
who studied nature and from ~her 
wrested culture and discipline. He al- 
ways objected to being described as 
“impressionist.” He belonged to no 
school, he said. He just painted na- 
ture as he saw it. But in a broad 
sense he belonged, with Renoir and 
Monet, and Degas and Sisley, to that 
family impressionists whose in- 
spiratign really came from Turner 
across the channel. 

He was especially fond of scenes of 
country life and invented certain har- 


| monies in blue and green. Here in this 


exhibit he has a landscape, one of his 
most enjoyable, and, too, he has a 
street in Paris. In this latter he has 
suggested, after his inimitable fash- 
ion, a seething mass of humanity. For 
in the grouping of figures and the pic- 
turing of crowds he has few equals. 
With a few strokes of his brush he 
could transpose to canvas a crowded 
market place as easily as a wide ex- 
panse of sunlit farmlands. 

Renoir also, best known for his 
paintings of nude women perhaps, has 
a painting, “ The Ocean,” which bears 
the mark of his genius upon it: Sisley 
has a “ Village Street,” and Zorn, who 
has become in the last twenty years 
one of the most highly appreciated 
artists in the world, has a realistic 
canvas of workers. 

There is surely no more delightful '% 
exhibit in Chicago this Christmas 
time than this one at the Arts club.
